Sec. 1. 35-A MRSA 8116, sub-81, B, asenacted by PL 1987, c. 141, Pt. A, 86, is amended
to read:

B. For the purposes of this section, "intrastate gross operating revenues’ means intrastate revenues
derived from filed rates and rates that are exempt from filing requirements pursuant to rules adopted
by the commission under section 307-A, except revenues derived from sales for resale.

Sec. 2. 35-A MRSA 87307, sub-81, JJA, asenacted by PL 2001, c. 29, 81, isamended to read:

A. Filing atariff revision with the commission identifying the new price or the change in the terms
or conditions of service unless the utility is exempt from filing tariffs pursuant to rules adopted by
the commission under section 307-A; and
